The slow but sure encirclement of Lens, the important coal centre 
held by the Germans in the Department of Pas de Calais, is in process 
of consummation by the Canadian corps. Having already during the 
present week captured important vantage points west and southwest 
of the town, a fresh smash at the German lines has been rewarded by 
the occupation of the village of La Coulotte, situated a mile to the 

msouth, With the British forces virtually enveloping the town, except 
8 the east, the Germans already have ceased the mining of coal in 
»thtimmediate vicinity of Lens, thereby seemingly indicating that 
they realize that their tenure of the position is short lived.

i Lens, reports no activity by Field Marshal Haig’s men, rising in im- 
portance above minor patrol sorties, the Berlin war office reports that

Gain Objectives , 

LONDON, June 26.—The official 
report from British headquarters in 
France tonight reads: 

“Further information regarding the 
operations carried out by us last night 
northeast of Fontaine Les Croisilles 
shows that all our objectives wero 
gained with little loss. Twenty-seven 
prisoners were taken. Two _ hostile 
counter attacks delivered with con- 
siderable strength were successfully 
driven off, 

“During the day our progress south 
of Lens continued. Our troops ex- 
tended their gains. Enemy positions 
astride the Souchez river on a front 
of two miles to a depth of one thou- 
sand yards passed into our possession. 
We have occupied the village of La 
Coulotte, 

“As a result of a rald attempted by 
the enemy last night west of the La 
Bassee German prisoners were left in 
our hands, 

“In the alr fighting yesterday two 
German airplanes were brought down 
and three other hostile machines 
were driven down out of control, One 
of our machines is missing,” 

French Take Trenches 

PARIS, June 26.—The war office 
announces the capture of the entire 
first line of German trenches, which 
were held against desperate counter- 


attacks, More than 300 _ prisoners 
were taken. 
The statement follows: “After a 


short bombardment last evening our 
troops made a brilliant attack north- 
west of Hurtebise against a strong- 
ly organized position of the enemy. 
All our objectives were carried. In a 
few moments we carried the German 


first line. Counter-attacks by the en- 
emy at both ends of this_ position, 
supported by violent artillery bom- 
bardment, were broken up by our 
fire. The enemy, surprised by the 
rapidity of our attack, suffered 
heavy losses and left in our hands 
more than three hundred prisoners, 
including ten officers. 

“Several enemy surprise attacks on 
small posts in the region of Tahure 
and in the Argonne were broken up 
by our fire.” 

Austrians’ Desperate Efforts 

ROME, June 26.—Austrian troops 
are making desperate efforts to re- 
capture the positions recently taken 
by the Italians in the sector of Monte 
Ortigara, in the Trentino. 

“On the Aslarogo Plateau fighting 
was resumed yesterday,” the war of- 
fice announcement states, “Since 
last night our troops have opposed 
the desperate efforts of the enemy, 
who, notwithstanding his heavy losses, 
is attempting to retake the positions 
recently lost in the Monte Ortigara 
sector. Attacks and counter attacks 
are being made on the contested po- 
sitions, “ Diversions at the same time 
by the enemy on other portions of 
the front have been completely stop- 
ped. 

“On the Carso last night our troops 
rectified somewhat the advance of 
our front line south of Versio. 

“The aircraft were very active yes- 
terday, One enemy machine was 
brought down by a battery and fell 
within its own lines north of Asia- 
goro. During the night our aircraft 
bombarded military works at Nebras- 
ina and Prosecco, All returned 
safely.” 


MESOPOTAMIA 
REPORT MOST 
OUTSPOKEN 


Severely Critical In A Number Of 
Its Decisions—Inadequate 
Preparation, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


OTTAWA, June 26.-—A London de- 
spatch to Reuter’s Ottawa Agency re- 
received tonight announces the Issu- 
ance of the report of the commission 
which was appointed by the govern- 
ment to inquire into the Mesopotamia 
operations, 

The main report, signed by all the 
commissioners except Commander 
Wedgwood, who presented a dissenti- 
ent report, is severely critical in a 
number of decisions, It states that 
the division of responsibility between 
the India office and the government 
of India in connection with the ex- 
pedition was unworkable; criticizes 
the commanders in chief or their rep- 
resentatives for failure periodically to 
visit Mesopotamia; says the advance 
towards Bagdad was based on politi- 
cal and military miscalculations and 
attempted with inadequate prepara- 
tions and resulted In the Kut-El-Am- 
ara disaster, 

Those to Blame, 

Responsibility for the Bagdad ad- 
vance lies, In the order of sequence, 
with General Sir John Nixon, Lord 
Hardinge, General Beauchamp Duff, 
Major General Barron, Mr, Austin 
Chamberlain and the war committee 
ef the cabinet. The commissioners 
find that Surgeon General Hathaway 
showed unfitness for his office. 

The report in conclusion severely 
censures the India government for 
lack of knowledge and _ foresight 
shown in lack of adequate prepara- 
tions and tardiness in recognizing and 
supporting deficiencies,

DRASTIC LIQUOR 
RESTRICTIONS

control bill. 

It also was decided to forbid im- 
portation of distilled spirits and to 
authorize the president to sieze li- 
quor now held in bond if needed for 
redistilling purposes.

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NORWEGIANS 
APPALLED AT 
HUN PLOT 


Explosives Found In Trunk With 
Official Seal Of German 
Foreign Office. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Jupe 26.— 
Discovery of the Garman plot to de- 
stroy Norwegian steamere by explo- 
sives, unearthed last week, has ap 
palled the whole nation. The news- 
papers demand publication of all the 
facts in the case and of the steps 
which are being taken to bring the 
matter to the attention of the Ger- 
man government. 

All of a ton of explosives has been 
discovered concealed in artificial 
lumps of coal, which presumably 
were to be placed in ships’ bunkers, 
and In bombs fitted with the most 
ingenious mechanism. It has devel- 
oped that a trunk full of explosives 
was brought to Christiania in Febru- 
ary by a courier of the German for- 
eign office, whose official seal was on 
the trunk. The trunk was addressed 
to the German embassy here , and, 
according to international usage, it 
was admitted without examination 
After discovery of the explosives the 
Germany embassy declared the trunk 
was destined for Finland, but no ex- 
planation was given as to why it had 
remained here so long. 

The explosives were found in all 
manner of articles, including glass vi- 
als, fountain pens, pencils, cigarettes 
and tobacco, 

At the examination of Aaron Rau- 
tenfels, a German citizen, and others 
arrested in connection with the case, 
it was admitted the explosives were 
also to have been placed on steamers 
bound for America.

German Losses ‘In Salient 
Heavy—Continuous 
New Drafts. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, June 26.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press)—Realizing his danger, the 
German commander is fighting for 
Lens like a wolf in a corner. Lens 
gone means that a large sector’ will 
have to be abandoned. So, inside a 
salient somewhat resembling the shape 
of a dbdg's head, the Germans are 
hanging on, apparently determined to 
hold until the last hope goes glimmer- 
ing. 

The Canadians took La Coulotte this 
morning at seven, their patrols push- 
ing on towards Avion, while other 
British troops advanced down the 
eastern slope of Hill 65. 

The Germans have extended the 
floods with water from. the river 
Souchez until the plain between Avion 
and Lens is well covered, The mill 
city on the western fringe of Lens hus 
been razed by order of the German 
higher command, so that the machine 
guns may have a clean sweep at the 
British as they approach, Lens itself 
is a mass of ruins, The walls them- 
selves still stand, but the city, roofless, 
make airplane photographs resemble 
a birdeye view of Pornpeil, 

Whole rows of houses haye been 
levelled that the field guns may eb- 
tain wider ranges. The entire city has 
been converted into a German fertress 
in which each ruined house is a ma- 
chine gun empiacement and every cel- 
lar and sub-cellar a dugout, 

For weeks the British refrained 
from shelling Lens, but the Germans, 
taking advantage of the sentiment 
staying the hands of the English 
brought their guns in the town, razed 
the houses about the gun pits, and 
then blazed away safely. Recently, 
therefore, the British guns have train- 
ed their sights on the gun positions 
hidden in the mining capital, 

The German josses in the Lens sali-

RUSSIA ADHERES 
TO GRAND ALLIANCE

ARMSTRONG'S 
APPOINTMENT 
IS CRITICIZED 


Members Want More Information 
Regarding Duties Of Director 
Of Mines. 


(Ry Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 26.—W. A. Bu- 
chanan of Medicine Hat in the com- 
mons this afternoon asked a number 
of questions of the minister of labor 
relative to the order in council tabled 
yesterday appointing a director of 
coal mining operating in district 18. 
According to the order in council, he 
said, Mr. Armstrong, the commission 
er, is to make an inquiry before the 
mines are taken over and operated 
This, he said, would cause further de- 
lay, when it was expected that mines 
would be resumed at once, Mr. Bu- 
chanan said he had been informed 
that Mr. Armstrong was not a friend 
of organized labor. If this {s correct, 
he said, the Appointment is a bad 
one. Mr. Buchanan thought that a 
complete statement covering the ef- 
forts which have been made to bring 
about a settlement should be made to 
the public. 

Hon. W. T. Crothers sald the state- 
ment that Mr. Armstrong was oppos- 
ed to organized labor had_ never 
reached his ears and he doubted it. 
Mr, Armstrong had sent him a tele- 
gram today, in which he had given 
out the report that he would have 
definite information tomorrow. Mr 
Armstrong, he expected, would have 
the mines resume operations at once 
and make inquiries afterwards. He 
was confident that action would not 
be long delayed. 

Mr. Crothers asked if the miners 
were to be paid what they asked for. 

Mr. Crothers said that the director 
of mining operations would deal with 
that detail. All the papers relative 
to the negotiations would be tabled. 

Hon, Frank Oliver drew attention to 
the circumstance that the order in 
council does not apply to the mines 
of Northern Alberta. He said that 
the order in council was a most re- 
markable one and the house was en- 
titled to a complete statement from 
the government. 


MUST LOWE 
PRICES OR FACE 
GOVT. CONTROL 


Warning Given To 400 Coal Oper- 
ators At Conference In 
Washington. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, June 26,—Four 
hundred bituminous and anthracite 
coal operators gathered here to con- 
sider reduction of coal prices for the 
government, and the public joined in 
a demonstration of approval today 
when Secretary Lane warned them 
that the sensible and patriotic thing 
to do was to put into the hands of 
someone or some small group the fix- 
ing of a low price on coal. 

Secretary Lane minced no words in 
telling the coal men they should be 
patriotic enough to forego profits for 
successful conduct of the war. 

Cc. M. Moderwell, of Chicago, pre- 
dicted a serious shortage of coal at 
the head of the great lakes unless 
action is taken. He believed the fix- 
ing of an arbitrary price now was un- 
desirable. Fear of prosecuton under 
the Sherman law prevents the opera- 
tors agreeng among themselves to 
bring down the price, he declared. 

“I think if the attorney general 
would tell us that the law would not 
be used against us we could bring 
down the price of coal very quickly,” 
Mr. Moderwell said. 

Commissioner Fort of the federal 
trade commission warned the opera- 
tors it was certain the government 
would take over the mines unless they 
did something soon to lower prcees. 

T. L. Lewis, of the department of 
justice, reiterated the warning that 
unless something were done by the 
operators to meet the price problem 
more drastic steps would be taken by 
the government. 


BRUTAL TREATMENT 
SERBS BY BULGARS

To Insure the Season’s Supply 


Of Coal This Year 


Alberta Will be One Million Tons Short Compared With Last Year, 
Says N. C. Pitcher, General Superintendent of North American 


Ooliieries, Ltd., in Illuminating 


ddress to Board of Trade—Two 


Solutions to Difficulty Arising, He Says. 


Alberta is going to be at least 1,000,000 tons short in coal output 
ecompured with last year, even if there is the same labor supply, which 
is altogether doubtful. The prospect of better crops this year means 
a larger demand for coal, which will accentuate the shortage. There 


is plenty development work in the mines and they are equipped. 


If 


the men who would be required could be obtained, the output would 


possibly be 2,000,000 tons more than is expected. 


This would mean 


a surplus of 1,000,000 tons instead of a shortage, compared with a 


year ago. 


These noteworthy points in the prospective coal situation were 
brought out in an illuminating address by N. C. Pitcher, general sup- 
erintendent, North American Collieries, Ltd., before the Board of 


Trade, Tuesday afternoon, 


The speaker yh ee that, to his mind, there were two solutions 


of the difficulty. 


ne was conscription or mobilization of labor. 


There were hundreds of miners today walking the streets; and it was 


simply a matter of compelling them to work. 


The other solution was 


the introduction of yellow labor. A construction engineer in a gold 
inining district in China had told one of the coal operators in Wes- 
tern Canada that he could contract for 50,000 Chinamen to work in 
the mines in the west, and he would guarantee to take every one hack 


at the expiration of the war. 
With reference to meeting the diffi- 


culties of the future situation, Mr. 
Pitcher stated there were mines in 
the district not working quite full 
time nogvy, and his advice to coal 
purchaifzrs was “get busy now and 
order your coal and put it in your 


cellars,” At the rate wages are go- 
ing up and the rate material is going 
up, together with the deficiency in 
labor, coal which could be got at $5.00 
now might go up to $7.50, with tho 
grave possibility of people not getting 
eny if they did not make their ordors 
in time, There would be a good deal 
leas American coal coming in_ this 
year, and this would add to the short- 
age. Alberta's coal output last year 
was 4,648,000 tons. 

Mr. Pitcher said he could not see 
why they could not {mport labor at 
times like this, when they could not 
get an adequate supply of white 
labor, There is a surplus of yellow 
labor and these men would be paid 
practically standard wages. Workers 
from allen enemy countries were 65 
per cent, of the working force in the 
mines in District 18. 

Labor Troubles. 


With regard to the labor troubles, 
Mr. Pitcher stated that Mr. John P, 
White, president of the miners’ or- 


ganization, had told the men several 
times to go back to work, but they had 
refused, The miners were getting no 
support from the international or- 
ganization, who said they were wrotig, 
but the Government upholds them. 
The District Embraced 

The district covered by agreement 
between District 18 and the Western 
Coal Operators Association comprises 
the mines in Alberta and British Col- 
umbia, from Corbin and Fernie, in the 
West, to Taber in the East, Leth- 
bridge in the South, and to Brazeau in 


the North, which includes eighteen 
companies, having in all twenty-eight 
collieries, with an output of 3,000,000 
tons annually, said Mr. Pitcher in his 
uddress, 

On March 81st, 1915, the agreement 
between District 18 of the U. M. W, of 
A., and the Western Coal Operators 
was to expire, aid, according to Cluuse 
No. 1 of the standing agreement, rep- 
resentatives of tle Unioh and the Op- 
erators met at Calgary on March lst, 
to negotiate a new agreement. You 
will all remember the industrial de- 
pression which prevailed throughout 
Canada at that time, and the coal in- 
dustry had seemed to be about the 
first and hardest hit of any industry in 
the country. Industrial and Rallroad 
organizations were cutting down their 
working forces and wuges all along 
the line, yet the Operators signed up 
a new agreement with the men iden- 
tical with the old one, in both working 
conditions and wagos—with one ex- 
ception—and lerge contracts were let 
on the prices governed by the new 
wage scale, Tho one exception in the 
clauses was introduced for the follow 
ing reasons: 

The agreement between the Men 
and Operators has a very elaborate 
and complete method of settling any 
dispute which may arise at any time 
between the men and the manage- 
ment. After passing through several 
stages, in any one of which it may be 
settled, the final Court of Appeal rests 
with an independent chairman ap- 
pointed by the Government, and under 
the agreement, both parties bind 
themselves to abide by his decision, 
Meanwhile, the men remain at work 
pending this decision, Throughout

CITY TENDERS 
REFLECT HIGH 
COST OF LIVING 


City Commissioners Receive Some 
Quotations For Supplies at 
Children’s Shelter: 


————— 


Tenders have been received by the 
Commissioners for the supply of gro- 
ceries, drugs, meat and fish, bread 
and dairy produce (o the Children's 
Shelter and have been referred to the 
Coniptroller for tabulation and recom- 
mendation, 

In view of the food situation it is 
Interesting to note conditions of the 
quotations. Some of the dairy firms 
refuse to quote prices at all, saying 
that they are willing to supply at the 
current wholesale rates. The Wood- 
land Dairy tenders for milk at 8 1-3 
cents per quart, and special milk at 
the same price per pint. Butter to 
quoted at one cent wholesale and eggs 
at 15 cents per case under wholesale, 
The Hudson's Bay Co. quotes butter at 
50 cents and eggs at 40 cents, 

The tenders for bread oer to sup- 
ply at 8 cents per 1 1-2 Ib.loaf. 

In the majority of the tenders for 
meat and fish two prices are given, one 
for the first three months and another 
set for the succeeding three months to 
cover anticipated changes. 

Two tenders were received by the 
Commissioners for the supply of sewer 
pipe to the city, and they have been 
sent on to the Engineer for report.

MAY DEFICIT ON 
STREET RLY. 
TOTALS $18,096 


The Outlay For the Month Includ. 
ed $3,577 For Damage 
Claims 


The revenue on the street railway 
for the month of May amounted to 
$39,416.77. There was a surplus on 
operation of $2,973.92 and a total de- 
ficit for the month, after all charges 
had been met, of $18,096.81. 

The deficit includes the payment of 
claims awarded to Mr. Lawrence and 
others, amounting to $3,577.37. 

The receipts per passenger were 
4.9c, and the expenses 7.0c, and the 
receipts per car per day came to 
$40.94, with the expenses at $57.98 
per car per day. 

The expenditure for the month was: 
Maintenance, $5,439.34; operation, 
$22,892.61; power charges, $8,112.00; 
capital charges, $18,875.08; deprecia-

COUNCIL MAKES 
LITTLE CHANGE 
ASSESSMENTS 


16 Objections Heard By Civic 
Authorities Sitting As Court 
Of Appeal. 


rt of 


The city council sat as @ cc 
appeal last night to hear objections 
ugainst 1917 assessments. In all six- 
teon objections were brought before 
them. In dealing with these council 
had regard to the fact that City As- 
sessor Walker and the special council 
committee had already made large re- 
ductions this year when the assess- 
ment roll was in process of compilu- 
tion, and consequently there was little 
deviation from the assessments al- 
ready fixed. Save in two cases all the 
figures were confirmed, 

The school assessment of the Can- 
adian Northern Railway was consid- 
erably reduced and a further reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent was allowed on 
the property in Lauderdale owned by 
Baron Uxkull.. 

The majority of the appellants took 
the finding in the Grierson appeal 
case as the basis of their objections, 
arguing that the assessments should 
be made on a fair actual value of the 
property, and the use to which tt 
should be put during the suceeding 
twelye months,

One of the next contentious matters 
dealt with was the appea) brought b) 
the Canadian Northern Railway Com- 
pany against the assessment of thelr 
acreage yards and terminals, which 
stood at $627,000, for school purposes 
The municipal assesment is $35,000, 
this being fixed according to an 
agreement between the company and 
the city. The company asked that 
the school assessment bo reduced 
from $627,000 to $850,000. The dis- 
pute over the assessment fs an old- 
standing one and the company, if the 
to 


assessment was reduced, offered 


clean up the arrears that have been 
rccumulating by the payment of $15,- 
084.96. There was a recommendation 
from the commissioners, sitting as a 
court of revision on assessments, that 
this offer should be accepted. 

Council decided, on the motion of 
Ald. Martin, seconded by Ald, Bush 
that the school assessment should be 
reduced this year to $400,000. Coun- 
cil, as they were sitting as @ court of 


appeal, could not deal with the matter 
of the settlement of arrears, but the 
reuuction of the assessment was only 
made on the understanding that the 
arrears would be settled by the prompt 
payment of $18,084, 

Willlam Short, K, C., represented 
the Great Northern Ry. company and 
asked if the council agreed to the 
company’s proposals that the arrears 
might be paid in four monthly in- 
stallments. Council, however, refused 
to confirm this and said that the ar 
rears must be paid at once. 

Aldermen Grant and McArthur ob- 
jected to the assessment being reduced 
and asked that their objections should 
be recorded. Ald. Grant, alluding to 
the pending sult against the city by 
the company, said that this sult would 
have been heard long ago if the com- 
pany had thought that they had ao 
chance of winning. 

Proper Basis of Valuation 

Ald. McArthur sald that until they 
had a proper basis of valuation he ob- 
jected to these assessments being cut 
in haphazard fashion. If reductions 
were made in some cases, then the 
whole of tho assessments in the city 
should be correspondingly reduced. 

A motion that the assessment stand 
at $600,000 was lost. 

No one appeared in support of the 
appHcation that the assessment of the 
west 30 feet of lot 77, block 3, H. B 
R., the property of the Hon. J. M 
Wilson, be reduced, and therefore the 
assessment of $42,530 was confirmed 

“You can't say that an assesment 
of $300 per acre is the fair actual 
value of land covered by water," re- 
marked 8. A. Dickson, who appealed 
against the assessinent of the estate 
of Mrs. McNamara and the property 
of McNamara, Ltd., which included 
a portion of McKernan's Jake, The 
assessment on the estate of Mrs. Mo- 
Namara had been reduced from $10,- 
100 last year to $300 per acre, or 
$6,000 this yoar, and the property 
of McNamara, Ltd., from $14,800 to 
$7,0vu, or $300 per acre this year. 

Counci! confirmed these assess- 
ments, also the assessment of the 
British Canadian Securities, Ltd. 
which includes all the 8 W. 1-4 of 
Sec, 19, Twp, 52, R. 24,W. 4th, at 
$78,600, it having been reduced to 
that figure from $157,000 last year, 

Says Farm Land 

A further reduction of the assese- 
ment of fifteen acres in Bonnie Doon, 
the property of Rev. Peres Oblats, wae 
refused by counci!, the assessment 
having already been reduced from 
$4,600 per acre to $3,000 per acre 
Mr. Van Allen, who appeared for the 
owners, cited the Grierson appeal and 
argued that the land had no value 
save as farm land. 

The assessment of Lot 36, R.L. 6, 
Plan F., the property of Ald. Bellamy, 
was also confirmed at $44,000. This 
had been reduced this year $10,000 on 
its last assesment, 

Ald, Bellamy said that council! had 
already heard him on the subject. If 
they cared he would go into the ques- 
tion again, otherwise it could go to 
tho next court. 

Ald. McDonald said that in any case, 
being the property of an alderman, it 
would nét look well for the council 
to agree to any reduction, or it might 
be said that they were showing fav- 
oritiam. 

There was an appeal by F, J. Hunter 
against the assessment of lots 41 and 
42, block 10, H.B.R., which are locat- 
ed at the south-east corner of Jasper 
and 111th street, Tho assessment was 
ordered to stand at $15,000 and $12,- 
600 respectively. These lots are some 
of those on which dumage claims were 
pald by reason of the subway con- 
struction and Mr, Hunter argued that 
the fact of damages having been paid 
showed that their value had depre- 
ciated. 

Mr. Tatham, on behalf of the Radial 
Realty company, asked for a reduction 
of the assessment of Queen Mary 
Park, he contending that property im- 
mediately west of the subdivision had 
been assessed half as low again, also 
that land immediately across the road 
and just outside the city iimits was 
assessed at only $75 per acre, 

Assessor Walker stated that the as- 
sessment of Queen Mary Park last 
year was $144,000, and that it had 
been reduced to $68,000 this year.

Premier Botha Gives Straight 
Talk To The Republican 


Agitators, 


CAPETOWN, South Africa, June 
26.—(Via Reuter’s Ottawa Agency.) — 
Speaking at Robertson, Cape Colony, 
Preinier Botha said that he regretted 
that the provincial council elections 
wero being fought on political lines. 
They should have remuined outside 
of party politics. 

South Africa's future, continued 
Gen, Botha, depended on the co-oop- 
eration of the two white races. There 
could not and must not be two 
streams in South Africa. Now they 
heard of a republican propaganda. 
Did the people want to cut adrift? 
Why did they raise these inatters un- 
der present difficulties? Would it 
not have been far more honest to 
have said at Vreeniging that they de- 
sired to create a new repubilc as soon 
as possible? 

“South Africa fe our fatherland, 
our heirdom," sald he. “ We would 
indeed be weak and miserabli if we 
did not stand in the first place for 
our fatherland. But I believe in 
maintaining the Hnk between South 
Africa. You cannot destroy this link 
without a bloody civil war. All this 
talk about liberty sounds very well, 
but you cannot create a republic un- 
less the two races agree, And it is 
possible that the English element in 
South Africa will have a republic? 
You will do nothing but arouse sus- 
picion by talk like this, If people go 
on talking thus you will never make 
this a great country. If it did come 
to war we should be killing each oth- 
er, and in the end somebody else 
would wal kaway with the spoils and 
eit on top of ua. The people are 
playing with fire. Let me warn 
them it is very easy to start a fire, 
but most difficult to extinguish the 
flames. Let us cease this nonsense 
and fit ourselves for the days when 
we shall be called on to settle all 
kinds of problems.”

THE FIRST “ENDLESS CHAIN." 

If you want a professional opinion 
cn the “endless chain" system of send- 
ing letters, ask your poetman or, if 
you want still a stronger opinon, ask 
@ postoffice official, Both of thege 
gentlemen will tell you, individually 
and in chorus, that the “endless chain” 
is the worst peat they know of and that 
they would rather have the measles, 
even German measles. The first of 
these “endless chain" schemes that 
have proved such an annoyance to 
postal officials in all countries was 
launched just nineteen years ago to- 
day, June 27, 1898, by a young girl, 
Natalie Schenck, of Babylon, Long 
Island,, Her project was purely be- 
nevolent and was animated by a spir- 
it of patriotism. Desiring to raise a 
fund for the ala of the American sol- 
diers then fignting Spain, she origin- 
ated the “endless chain” idea as an 


vogue in England until it was stopped 
by an act of parliament. The "chain" 
was started with four letters written 
by Miss Schenck to as many girl 
friends. Each was asked to contribute 
ten cents and write four similar let- 
ters to other friends. A few days later 
the Babylon postoffice began to get 
busy and aa the days went by the pos- 
tal officials got busier and busier un- 
tll they were fairly buried under the 
weight of mail which snowed upon 
them, or rather, descended upon them 
like an avalanche. By the Fourth of 


lettera, A hurry call went to Washing- 
ton for extra help and mail was de- 
livered to Miss Schenck by the truck 
load.

F One of the most disastrous fires 


that ever swept over an English, city 
broke out on the night of June 27, 


1137, and totally destroyed the city of 
Bath. 

On the aame date in the year 1627 
Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, salled 
from England on his expedition 


againet the French coast. He return- 
ed in disgrace, having lost the flower 
of his army. 


A murderous outbreak against the 


settlers at Dover, N. H., took place on 
June 27, 1689. The colonists had an- 


ticipated such an event and the 
houses were garrisoned, but some 
squaws got permission to sleep by the 


fire in two of them. These squaws 
admitted the Indians during the night 
Several houses were burned, twenty- 


three persons were killed and twenty- 
nine carried off into captivity. 

The famous Mississippi bubble burst 
in France on June 27, 1720. People 


who had been iInvelgled into the 
scheme lost $450,0,00,000, a sum 
which was unheard of in those days, 
and one which has, perhaps, never 
been equalled so far as loss in an en- 
terprise is concerned.

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THE PURPOSE OF THE BILL. 


The assumption gathered from 
the press despatches has been that 
the conscription bill before Parlia- 
ment was designed as a measure 
for raising reinforcements for our 
army. That impression is in 
error, The purpose of the bill is 
to complete the authorized estab- 
lishment of a half million men, 
When that has been done the ques- 
tion of securing reinforcements to 
keep the army up to the half mil- 
lion standard will have to be dealt 
with. It is provided in the bill 
that the number of men to be con 
scripted shall not exceed 100,000. 
That is the approximate number 
required to make up the shortage 
in some of the eastern provinces 
and to bring the army up to the 
intended size. That being the 
case, it surely is in keeping with 
the ideas of fairness between one 
section and another, of fairness 
between one man and another, 
and of the common responsibility 
of people in all parts of Canada to 
assist equally in its defence, that 
the shortage in the original estab- 
lishment should be made up from 
those provinces whose failure to 
provide their quotas has caused 
the shortage. That done, all the 
provinces would be on an equal 
footing, and conscription for rein- 
forcements could be applied 
everywhere with absolute fairness 
and without cause for friction. 

EQUALIZATION OR DIS- 

CRIMINATION? 

The United States is at the be- 
ginning of its war effort. The 
application of conscription there 
ineans the distribution of the 
sacrifice of war equally over all 
sections of the country. Canada 
is not at the beginning. Some of 
our provinces have already con- 
tributed thousands more men 
than their proportion of the army 
called for. Others have not rais- 
ed the quotas asked from them. 
To apply conseription to all parts 
of Canada under these conditions 
would not distribute the sacrifice 
of war over all sections of the 
country. It would impose a 
double measure of sacrifice on 
some sections in order to excuse 
other sections from doing their 
“bit.’? And just why should any 
section be excused when the lives, 
liberties and property of every- 
body in the country are at stake! 
Conscription, if it is needed, 
should be first applied where it is 
needed —that is where the short- 
age has occurred, The United 
States Government is not con- 
scripting men in one state in order 
to exeuse men in another state 
from doing their duty, 

WHERE THE ‘HARM’ 
WOULD FALL, 


Hon, Mr. Sevigny calculates 
that the conscription bill would 
take twenty-five thousand men 
from Quebec, and says that this 
number of men can be spared 
from that provinee ‘‘ without any 
harm being done.’’ But the other 
provinces of Canada have had to 
contribute their quotas of men 
without regard to the ‘‘harm’’ 
that would be done to their do- 


niestic or industrial interests, 
Had the public taken the ground 
that only men who could be 
Spared ‘‘without any  harm’’ 
should enlist, there would be a 
pretty small Canadian army in 
France now. And if the con- 


scription bill passes these other 
provinces will have to contribute 
a share of Quebee’s quota with- 


oe a 


out regard to the ‘“‘harm’’ that 
may be done to their homes and 
industries. . And just why should 
the home interests and the indus- 
trial interests of Quebee be saved 
from ‘‘harm’’ at the expense of 
further agony and loss to the 
people of the other provinces? 
Conscription applied generally 
under the present conditions 
of enlistment would be a 
fine thing for slacker pro- 
vinces. It is the provinces 
which are not slackers which 
would have to stand the ‘‘harm’’ 
Mr, Sevigny talks about. 
NATURALLY. 

The proposal that men be con- 
scripted in Western Canada to 
make up the shortage from Kast 
ern Canada seems to be very popu- 
lar with newspapers published in 
Eastern Canada. The notion 
that the slacker province or pro- 
vinces should be first called upon 
to make up their own shortage 
does not appear to commend itself 
to newspapers published in those 
sections. 


THE CANADIAN COMMANDER 


The Canadian troops at the 
front are now under command of 
a Canadian general. It is claimed 
for General Currie that he won 
the place through merit, and is en- 
tirely qualified to be. entrusted 
with the fearful responsibility 
that is involved. © In that event, 
his appointment will doubtless be 
as gratifying to the men at the 
front as to their countrymen at 
home. 


COMPULSION WHERE 
NEEDED. 


No Canadian province is exempt 
from the penalties which would 
fall upon Canada if the Allied 
cause were beaten. No province, 
therefore, should be excused from 
contributing its just proportion 
of the number of men Canada has 
undertaken to put into the field. 
To excuse one province by con- 
scripting men from other pro- 
vinces to make up its quota would 
be coercion, Canada is now 
80,000 men short of the half mil- 
lion promised. That shortage has 
occurred altogether in Eastern 
Canada, mainly in the province of 
Quebee. The section in default 
should be required to ‘‘pull up the 
slack’’ before conscription is ap- 
plied elsewhere. To apply con- 


scription generally before that 
is done would be to con- 
script men in_ one province 
in order that another  pro- 


vince may be excused from doing 
its share. Compulsion should be 
applied where it is needed—not 
where it is not needed, in order to 


excuse a province that is in 
default. 
WHY EXCUSE ANY 
PROVINCE? 


An exchange ironically suggests 
that a referendum be taken’ on 
the question of compulsory taxa- 
tion, Well, if the proposal were 
that the people of the other pro- 
vinces should pay their own taxes 
ind also a part of Quebee’s taxes, 
he chances are that the people of 
the other provinces would desire 
a chance to say whether they were 
willing to do it or whether they 
demanded that Quebec should pay 
its own taxes. The proposal be- 
ing that the other provinces, be- 
side providing their own contin- 
gents of troops, shall also supply 
the bulk of Quebee’s contingent, 
the people of the other provinces 
would seem to be equally entitled 
to a chance to say whether they 
are willing to do it or whether 
they demand that Quebee supply 
its own quota of men. Men's 
lives are of more value than dol- 
lars. If it would be unfair to 
autocratically impose a share of 
Quebec's taxes upon the people of 
the other provinces, must it not be 
also unfair to conscript men from 
other provinces in order to excuse 
slackers in Quebec?

Operators, it had been found that the 
nen, in a great many cases, had either 
not walted for w decision on a dis- 
pute, or, after a decision had been 
@iven against them, had gone on 
strike in the particular colliery where 
the dispute had arisen, (such etrikes 
are called Pit Head etrikes), So many 
of these had occurred during the peri- 
od of agreement prior to 1914, that 
John P, hite, president of the Inter- 
national body of the U. M. W, of, A,, 
had signed an mgreement which in- 
cluded what is called a penalty clause, 
which allows an Operator to fine the 
men $1.00 per day each for every day 
they are out on #trike in violation of 
Agreement, and vice versa, allows the 
men to fine the Company $1.00 per 
day per man affected, in cases where 
the Company institutes a lock-out in 
violation of agreement, Similar con- 
dittons having arisen in District No, 18, 
the Operators asked for, and were 
granted by the men, a similar clause 
in the agreement which wae entered 
into with the men in 1916. This was 
the one and only material change in 
the agreement which had been in 
force previously, The penalty clause 
copied from the American agreements 
was later found to be in Canada il- 
legal, as worded, and therefore un- 
workable, although entered into by 
both parties In goed faith. 
Business Becomes Brisker 
In August, 1915, the coal 
started to pick up, and became quite 
brisk through the winter. Great in- 
dustrial activity in American munition 
factories Called for more men, and 
higher wages were offered by the fac- 
tories, which were making such a pro- 
fit that they could well afford to pay 
much higher prices for labor, and la- 
bor was drawn from the American 
mines to meet these demands. The 
American Operators, in order to retain 
the necessary number of men, adopted 
the system of bonusing their men, in 
order tu get them to remain. Such 
bonuses, running up to as high as 10 
per cent. in some cases, were called 
War Bonuses. 
On June 15th, 1916, the men of Dis- 
trict No. 18 demanded a War Bonus of 
10 per cent. and struck to enforce this 
demand, After prolonged negotiations 
and Government pressure, the Opera- 
tors granted a War Bonus equal to 8 


trade 


per cent. on all wages, but were unable 
in most cases, to increase the price of 
their coal on account of contracts ex- 
isting, and therefore had to stand this 
loss. The officials of District No, 18 
signed up a supplementary agreement 
to last to March 38ist, 1917, and this 
agreement was accepted by the men, 
who returned to work. 

In October, 1916, a copy of a tele- 
gram to Sir Robert Borden, prime 
minister, from the miners, was receiy- 
ed by the Operators, in which the 
Miners stated to the Minister that they 
demanded 26 per cent. further in- 
crease to compensate for the increased 
cost of living, and, failing which, they 
asked for a Commission to investigate 
the increased cost of living, and they 
to be granted an Increase commensur- 
ate with same, also adding that they 
saw no use of discussing the matter 
with the Operators, so had appealed to 
the Government direct. The Opera- 
tors replied to the Minister, saying 
that they could not give 25 per cent. 
but asked for a Commission to go into 
the whole matter of the market, earn- 
ings and the cost of living, to which 
they received no answer, but, with- 
out notifying or consulting the Oper- 
ators, the executive of the Miners was 
called to Ottawa, and there promised 
that a Commission would be appointed 
to determine the increased cost of liv- 
ing, and the same would be given to 
them. Meanwhile, no increases which 
were in excess or even equa! to the 
8 per cent. which had been granted 
the Miners of District No. 18 had been 
granted in the Fields which the West- 
ern Coal Operators Association have 
1o meet in competition—that is, Penn- 
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sylvania, Tilinols, Washington and 
ja «© Montana. 
= Election of Officers 
= The situation at this time was fur- 


ther complicated by the election of 
the Miners’ officials, A new set of men 
started electioneering for the official 
jobs of the Union, and the fight devel- 
oped upon the lines of which faction 
could get the most out of the Oper- 
ators, and the election campaign de- 
veloped into a regular auction of who 
should be elected to get thelr knife 
deepest into the Operators. 

The election was held in November 
or December, 1916, and the Antis were 
elected. Later, some of the new offic- 
jals were called to Ottawa to give the 
Government their views of how the 
coal industry should be run, and the 
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defeated old officials had a recount of 
the ballots, and returned themselves 
vack to office. Later, the whole elec- 
don was declared null and void, and 
co this day there has not been another 
election, but both factions are electiqn- 
eering, and the Operators’ scalps are 
ihe prizes both sides are offering to 
the men, if elected. 
Commission Appointed 

This Commission was appointed and 
found that living had increased $1.75 
per family of five, per week. Now 
the average family in the coal camps 
is two, as over 66 per cent. of the 
miners are single, but, notwithstand- 
ing this, the Government ordered the 
Operators to increase each miner's 
wage 30c per day, or they would take 
over the mines, The Operators re- 
plied that they could not eee their way 
clear to pay this increase, and inform- 
ed the Government they would be 
quite willing te have them take over 
the mines, turning over the manage- 
ment of the property to the Govern- 
ment to uee ag they saw fit. This the 
Government did not do, but later, the 
Minister of Labor arrived in Calgary 
and after prolonged negotiations or- 
dered the Operators to give this 30c 
per day up to February Ist, and agreed 
to endeavor to get this from the con- 
sumers, in default of this they, the 
Government, would supply this them- 
selves, after which date the Operator 
nad to either get his customer to come 
through, or stand the difference, which 
the Operators did. 

I might say that the Miners were 
on strike a large part of the time that 
the above negotiations were going on, 
and, as explained before, the penalty 
clause, being inoperative, was not ap- 
plied. 

These bonuses of 8 per cent. and 
30c per day per man, were continued 
till March 81st, 1917, and paid by the 
Operators On March Ist, as per 
agreement, the Miners’ representatives 
and the W.C. O, A. again met in Cal- 
gary to negotiate a new agreement, 

‘Tinere wasea great deal of feeling on 
the part of the Operators that it was 
useless to negotiate with the men who 
treated all contracts and agreements 
as mere scraps of paper, and on whose 
written and signed word no reliance 
could be placed, but again we were 
urged by the government to overlook 
trifles like the breaking of agreements 
and to start in afresh with the men 
whith the Operators did. 

The first demand made by the op- 
erators Was a satisfactory guarante¢ 
by the men that they would abide by 
any contract entered into, and the old 
penalty clause be redrafted to make 
it legal and workable, Thigp was ac- 
cepted by the Miners’ representatives 
after much negotiating, and after 
John KR, White's personal represen- 
tative had told the operators that 
they were justified in askitg for such 
a penalty clause, and that the men 
had acted unjustly in striking as they 
had, in violation of their agreement 

Non-Suspension Policy. 

At the beginning of these negotia- 
tions, the miners’ representatives an- 
nounced that at a general meeting of 
the miners, in Fernie, just prior to 
these negotiations, they had adopted 
a new policy which they called the 
non-suspension policy, and which 
meant that the men of District No. 15 
agreed to remain at work pending 
negotiations of the new agreement, 
even if the negotiations extended past 
the date of expiration of the oid 
agreement. ‘ney also asked the op- 
erators, in writing, that, in case the 
negotiations extended past the date 
of the expiration of the old agree- 
ment, if they would agree to pay the 
men the same rate of wages as they 
were then recelving,—that is, the old 
agreement, plus the two war bonuses 
—in which case they would continue 
to work on these rates until the new 
agreement was reached. This the op- 
erators agreed to do, 

After the miners’ representatives 
and executive had accepted the pen- 
alty clause ,the agreement was taken 
up clause by clause, for discussiun 
and readjustment, There are 34 
clauses in the working conditions of 
the mines. The miners asked for 
changes in favor of themselves in 33 
of these, Fourteen were so changed 
siving the men much more liberal 
conditions of work and pay. The 
twenty remaining clauses were un 
changed, except the penalty clause 
The increase in wages over the old 
agreement, taking into account the 
shortening of hours for outside men, 
were equivalent to 20 per cent, This 
agreement was accepted as just and 
fair by the Miners’ committee and 
John P. White's personal representa- 
tive, but, on submitting same to the 
men, through misrepresentation by 
wome of the miners and friction be- 
tween the two factions of candidates, 
(one faction very weakly ndvised tho 
men to accept and the other strongly 
advised the men to repudiate) the 
men turned the proposed agreement 
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down on May 5th, and those that 
were out on strike remained on etrike, 
and the few camps that had remained 
at work wont on strike on this date. 

During the negotiations, the Mins 
ister of Labor was in~Calgary, an’ 
watched very closely the whole pro- 
ceedings. He twice expressed personal 


satisfaction at the liberality of the 
operators’ offer to the men, and, as : 
the negotiations were about being 


closed, he met tho men in a joint con- 
ference with the operators ,and told 
the meeting that, shoud an agree- 
ment not be reahed, and the rest of 
the mines go out on strike, that the 
government would immediately take 
action. As sald before, on May Sth 
the miners went out on strike and 
are still on strike, 
Commissioner's Suggestion, 

Early in June, the government ap- 
pointed a commissioner with author- 
ity to try te make a settlement. After 
having interviewed both the men and 
the operators, he suggested to the 
operators that, as Washington, Wyo- 
ming and Montana had, within the 
last week, granted an increase 'o 
their miners during the Mfe of their 
agreement, equivalent to 71-2 per 
cent, over all day rates and contract 
rgtes the same as had besn offeret 
by the operators’ association to the 
men, that he believed the men would 
accapt a similar offer from the oper- 
ators of District 18 This the op- 
eratora agreed to, but the men again 
refused to acecpt, 

A few days later the government 
commissioner approached the opera- 
tors with an ultimatum that thoy 
grant a 71-2 per cent. increaso above 
what had already been offered the 
men, and asked that the operators 
withdraw the penalty clause, agree 
to a commission to be appoints 
one man appointed by the govern- 
ment, one by the operators, and one 
by the miners,—who should meet not 
oftener than every four months, and 
who should determine the increase in 
living expenses d@nring the past four 
months, and that this increase should 
be granted the miners in wages, Tha: 
the whole agreement should be re- 
opened for readjustment. The opera- 
tors agreed to the 71-2 per cent, in- 
crease, which would give the Miners 
of District No. 18 the highest wage 
schedulo of any coal miners in the 
world, and which would be 71-2 per 
cent over all contract rates in dis- 
tricts in competition with Alberta, 
and agreed to the commission, and 
agreed to abide by their findings, but 
they would not agree to the elimina- 
tion of the penalty clause, nor to the 
reopening of the agreement. 

Reasons Advanced by Mincrs, 

The reason advanced by the miners 
for requiring the elimination of the 
penalty clause, was that, working 
under the penalty clause, should any 
abnormal increase in the cost of live 
ing occur, they had nogrecourse to 
obtain an increase in theif wages, but 
it was pointed ou to the government 
commissioner ond the miners, that 
the appointment of this commission 
would eliminare such objections, and 
that there could not possibly be any 
reason why the miners should object 
to the penalty clause if they were en- 
tering into the agreement in good 
faith. It was quite obvious, on the 
face of it, that their desire to elimin- 
inate the penalty clause was that 
they might be able to call a strike at 
any time that the commission decided 
wages should not be increased to the 
amount which they desired, and it 
was for that reason, and to avold 
these strikes that the operators were 
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so insistent on retaining the penalty Z =) 
clause. f

asked us that the agreement and 
rates back to April Ist, and that 
the first sitting of the commission 
should be on August Ist, which would sini Drone ra 
likely mean another 1 per cent, ad- :

fuse the governinent commission's 
sugestions and invite the Government 
to step in and run the mines, which 
they are about to undertake,

The Great Gotch-Parr Wrestling Match. 

Frank Gotch has defeated a lot of good men in his long career, 
but perhaps the hardest battle he‘ever fought was that against Jim 
Parr, the English catch-as-catch-can wrestler, at Buffalo thirteen 
years ago today. After the bout the Iowa farmer declared that Parr 
was the speediest and most scientific rough and tumble wrestler 
he had ever met. A big crowd gathered in Buffalo to see the com- 
bat, and hundreds of wrestling fans from Canada were present to 
cheer the Britisher. Gotch had the advantage of weight by about 
a dozen pounds, and he needed it, together with al! his strength and 
cleverness in the engagement with the Englishman, who had been 
victorious {n a thousand bouts on the mat. Parr mixed things from 
the very start. He tried his famous scissors hold, Which had brought 
him victory so often, but every time he found himself flying over 
Gotch's head. It was fifty minutes of furious combat before Parr 
was pinned to the mat by a half nelson and a toe hold. Then they 
went at it again. Parr, with unbroken spirit, rushed the American, 
who had to give ground, He sent Gotch to the mat but was unable 
to hold him there, The next minute Gotch was on top and Parr 
down onthe mat. A scissors to the body, after twenty-elght minutes, 
won the victory for the American. Parr was a thorough sportsman 
and made no excuses, admitting that the best man had won. His 
game, clever battle and his attitude in defeat won the respect of 
the entire audience, and the cheers and applause were ay much for 
the vanquished as they ewere for the victor.

As dramatic critic for Life, he started 
sut by having a fine time and has had 
it ever since.

He just went 
on his merry way and is still going 
strong. He is generally recognized as

LADY MILLER OF BATHEASTON, 


Lady Miller of Batheaston was a lit- 
erary amateur at a time when few wo- 
men addressed the public, She was a 
woman of emotional nature and con- 
siderable talent. In company with her 
husband, she made a tour of Italy and 
wrote an account of it under the mod- 
est title of ‘Letters Written During a 
Tour of Italy by an Englishwoman,” 
On returning to their home, in Bath- 
eastern, this pair brought with them 
an antique vase, which was set up as 
a shrine in thelr salon. This was 
formally dedicated to Appollo, Ludy 
Miller assuming the office of high 
priestess. A reneral invitation was is- 
sued to all votaries of fashion to at- 
tend the weekly ceremonies of wor- 
ship. This was carried on by each 
candidate for fame by dropping a vot- 
ive offering, in the form of poetry, 
into the urn. These were then carried 
around in solemn processicn and final- 
ly read aloud, the high priestess plac- 
ing a wreath upon the heads of those 
who had written the four best poems. 
These meetings continued for several 
years, until some one desecrated the 
sacred urn by placing in it a plece of 
poetry which made al! the ladies 
blush when It was read aloud. The 
urn was closed after this and the meet- 
ings suspended forever, Lady Miller 
died June 27, 1781.
